An urgent appeal to the veterans 
of California and Nevada to refrain 
from participation in any movement 
involving a “MARCH TO WASH- 
INGTON” on the part of unemploy- 
ed ex-service men demanding the 
payment of the Adjusted Service 
Certificates was made today by Val 
N. Brandon, Department Command- 
er of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Stating that the veterans organi- 
zations which have supported the 
“Pa in Full” fight to date have done 
everything which could possibly be 
done to bring ahout a satisfactory 
settlement of this internal war debt, 
Commander Brandon further de- 
clared that the spectacle of numer- 
ous parties of hitch-hiking veterans 
across conutry would do mor mater- 
ial harm tothe cause than could be 
rectified by an orderly procedure of 
activity in behalf of the ‘Bahus’ 
payment. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars are 
not fostering any such ‘march’ de- 
clared Brandon, “and no such move- 
ment which does not have the stamp 
of approval of the organization can 
be recognized. All veteran organi- 
zations of Washington D. C. regist- 
ered a strong protest months ago 
against any influx of veterans seek- 
ing their ‘bonus’ money when such 
veterans were in needy circum- 


stances and liable to become a 
public charge on charity. The 
Washingtcn D. C. organizations 


have since refused to finance any 
more veterans who appear there 
without means to provide for them- 
selves. Once arrived the veterans 
find themselves witout access to 
any reasonable Congressional body, 
and soon drift away to seek charity 
financing for the homeward journey 
This has naturally placed a tre- 
mendous burden upon the veterans 
of that city.

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U.S. MUSEUM GETS _ 
QUEER COLLECTION 


Names as Fearsome as the 
Animals Themselves. 


Washington.—Creatures that look 
like the fearsome animals portrayed 
in a well known insect eradicator 
advertisement have been received 
by the Smithsonian institution. 

The specimens were collected by 
Dr. Hugh M. Smith, former chief of 
the United States bureau of fisher- 
ies, who now is employed by the Si- 
amese government to develop the 
nation’s fishing resources, 

So grotesque are the beasts that 
Siamese mothers might well scare 
their young into eating their spin- 
ach with threats of them and tip- 
plers turn to teetotalers at their 
first glimpse of a 14-foot lizard or 
such. ‘These have names as awful 
as their looks; names like gnu 
saiman praindra that put to shame 
those of Chinese towns in the battle 
zone, 

A sort of miniature dinosaur, the 
giant water lizard, or hia, is among 
the strangest of Doctor Smith’s col- 
lection. The Smithsonian specimen 
is about seven feet long, although 
some have been reported as measur- 
ing 14 feet. It has a long neck, 
tiny head and long, heavy tail. Oc- 
casionally, Doctor Smith says, this 
monster visits the city limits of 
Bangkok, the Siamese capital, where 
it makes its appearance in canals 
through large gardens and in thick 
shrubbery. It destroys many chick- 
ens and ducks. The hias eggs are 
deemed a gift fit for the king. 

The gnu kon kob, “head biting” 
snake to you, is also numbered in 
the collection. It is the popular 
in Siam that this creature 
‘ites with its tail on dark nights 
and with its head on moonlit nights. 
Doctor Smith says it is often seen

Istanbul.—When there were no di- 
vorce laws in Turkey, and every 
man had at least a couple of wives, 
it was easy enough to get rid of 
them. 

Just a wave of the hand, a few 
mumbled words, and it was done, 

But modern Turkey, with its 
western laws and emancipation of 
women, takes months, and even 
years, to separate a man and his 
wife legally. 

According to the first divorce sta- 
tistics ever published in Turkey, 
there have been 2,127 divorces in 
one year. Of these, 131 took ever 
three years to decide, 56 from two 
years to 19 months, 136 from 18 
to 13 months, $11 from one year to 
nine months, while 742 divorces 
were disposed of in from eight to 
five months, and 717 in from four 
months to one month, 

The motives for divorce have been 


varied, Incompatibility leads, with ! 


1,820 divorces, while other reasons 
have been polygamy, infidelity, de- 
sertion, neglect and “causes un- 
known.”

Chicago.—It is not the typically 
absent-minded professor type, but 
the hustling business man or sales- 
man who most often leave articles 
ranging from new shirts to false 
teeth in his hotel room when he de- 
parts.

SOLDIERS IN INDIA 
GET FOOD FROM AIR 


Rations Dropped From Air- 
planes to the Troops. 


Peshawar, India.—Airplanes are 
being used by the British not only 
to bomb recalcitrant villages along 
the northwest frontier, but to ration 
the army. 

In the more remote parts of the 
frontier province, British pilots 
have successfully fed the army by 
means of parachutes weighted down 
with bags or boxes of provisions. 

A column of 1,000 British “Tom- 
mies” recently left Dargai, a town 
north of Peshawar, to march to 
Chitral, nearly 150 miles away in 
the shadow of the great Hindu Kush 
range of mountains. The task was 
to ration these men completely from 
the air for a period of two days. 

Tons of Food. 

The daily rations carried by the 
planes consisted of 56 parachute 
loads, each weighing 120 pounds, a 
total of more than three tons of 
food. 

The dropping of this food ike 
“manna in the wilderness” was ac- 
complished through use of 14 small 
biplanes, each carrying four loads 
of provisions a day. The task of 
the airmen was not simple, for the 
region abounds in high mountains, 
immense chasms and perilous preci- 
pices. 

Out of the 12 loads of rations par- 
achuted down to the soldiers, 102 
reached their destination falling 
within a circle previously marked 
on the ground. Thus 1,000 men lived 
literally on food that fell from the 
skies. 

Important Work. 

British military experts believe 
the experiment portends develop- 
ment of the highest importance in 
the science of warfare. 

They say that it shows conclusive- 
ly how air communications, provid- 
ing the swiftest transport yet 
known, may accelerate the progress 
of ground armies, especially in coun- 
try where land communications are 
inevitably difficult and slow.

Be Returned to Germany 
Berlin.—In November, 1914, the 
German cruiser Emden, whose ex- 
ploits in the early part of the World 
war as a destroyer of British com- 
merce made a veritable saga, was 
run ashore on Cocos island by an 
Australian man o’ war. 

Now the government of Australia 
is going to return her nameplate to 
Germany “in token of appreciation 
of the chivalrous conduct of the Em- 
den’s commander and crew,” accord- 
ing to the British ambassador, Sir 
Horace Rumbold, in a notification 
to Chancellor Bruening. 


Chinese Bible Version 

One of Most Popular 
London.—The Chinese version of 
the Bible is enjoying a greater de 
mand than any other except the 
English, it was revealed here, 
The figures were supplied by the 
British and Foreign Bible society, 
which distributes Bibles in 651 dif- 
ferent languages, 
The Bible’s popularity increased 
by leaps and bounds during 1931, the 
society reported, saying it had dis- 
tributed 11,888,226 books of Scrip- 
ture throughout the world. It at- 
tributed the fact to a greater need 
for spiritual comfort in an age of 
difficulty and pessimism, 
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
